Reporting an exceptionally' rough pas- 


sage, the throe .masted French 
ship 


Chateaubrian arrived this morning f^rom 
" -lasgow and laid at Ixme wharf. 
The 


big ehlp Is discharging 250 tons of pig 
ron and 60,000 flro brick. 
"She is in 


charge of Captain Allee. who reports that 
the first few days, of the run. were with- 
out incident, but this flno weather soon 
gave wa.y to a number of fierce northerly 
gales which raked the vessel like shot. 
Sho rode the heavy seas well, however, 
and came into port undamaged. 
Beportlng one of the worst storms of. 
ler career, the British tanker El Lobo, 
Captain Gray, arrived at this port this 
morning after a run of 19 days from Lo- 
bitos. The big tanker has 5047 tons of 
crude oil on hoard consigned to Hind, 
JRolph &. Co., and will discharge en the 
San Francisco side. Until • December. 3, 
according to the vessel's log book, the 
weather conditions were fine, but on that 
date a series of heavy northerly gales 
struck .the tanker, which, with the big 
seas running, mads the passage somewliat 
exciting. The vessel was off the south- 
ern coast when struck by the storm and 
"or-a considerable time was in danger of 
ng dashed on tho rocks. She managed 
to weather all the gales and although 
considerably damaged on her arrival at 
this port, managed to come in under her 
own steam. 
Upon her docking here It 
was found that her deck fixings were con- 
siderably bent and twisted and the doors 
of the chartroom and wheelhouse had 
been broken open by seas breaking over 
her.

Wears End in Local

against tho Samuel Merritt Hospital As- 
sociation to the Jury at 11 o'clock, his In- 
structions requiring about an hour and 
a half in their delivery. .This was the 
longest civlli Jury trial ever held In the 
courts of Alameda county and involved 
property on the estuary, between Wash- 
ington and Clay.streets, which the muni- 
cipality sought to acquire for waterfront 
improvement purposes, together with the 
determination of the low tide line. 


The city claimed that this line was.es- 
tablished in 1852 by the federal govern- 
ment and that therefore all of ±he prop- 
erty lying waterward and outside of that 
line was not owned by the hospital as- 
sociation, but by the . city under the for- 
feiture of an old, charter. . .The,,hospital 
asoclation.,claimed that It should be paid 
for "approximately .163,000 square, feet of 
land and improvements .thereon, a total 


;of about $433,0800. white the'city, on the 
other hand, contended that ^he land-to 
which the association had, title amounted 
,to only:about 78,128 square.feet and that 
the Jury should fix a valuation with this 
area as the maximum.. 


Testimony introduced by .the municipal- 
ity was to the effect that""the property 
conceded to the hospital asoclation by 
the city was worth not more than $190,- 
000.

"Extortion and robbery are mild 
terms," .he declared, ..for -the . rates 
charged west of .Omaha.

Young Presidential Measure 


Defies Mandate of the 
National Committee. 


SACRAMENTO, Dee. 14.—Ths Young 


presidential primary bill, providing for 
the election of twenty-she

Shylock'in'the-Schools. 


Yielding to the-requests-of-many rabbis and lawyers, the'Hart- 


ford Board of School Visitors voted to drop from the authorized 
reading list of the public schools Shakepeare's "Merchant of Ven- 
ice." 
It was explained that the characterization of Shylock was 


objectionable .and that other books of equal literary and .educational 
merit could be substituted. 


We heartily agree witlh the sentiment which prompted the 


Hartfptd: school authorities to comply with the request, but we 
cannqf'fielp-thinking that the rabbis are'mistaken in their estimate 
of the*e¥£fectrthat;,.reading "The Merchant ofNVehrc'e"'7has'on'the ndn-: 


Jewish mind. . That story is a work of'genius and when* locfked at 
rightly Js far from discreditable to the Jew. In no. respect does 
Antonio show better than Shylock. 
The' Christian merchant 


spurned and spit upon the Jew for no.other reason than religious 
and racial prejudice (though business jealousy mayhap had some 
part'in his animosity), but he went to Shylock to borrow money, 
when he could get it nowhere else. He was neither grateful for 
the accommodation nor generous in his judgment of-the lender. 
He openly scorned the Jew while taking his money... 


Moreover, the judgment of Portia was a satire on justice. 
The 


; Tew was not only denied his forfeit and the .principal, and interest 
of his loan, but his entire estate was: declared forfeit, with the 
penalty of death attached, if he did not embrace the Chris';t|a-nt re- 
ligion. :It is-pictured as a good joke oncthe Jew when his daughter, 
at the instigation of her dissolute Christian lover,-robbed him of his 
ijewels and fled away from his house at night to we'd a stranger and 
•a scorner of the faith of her forefathers. Christian prejudice'was 
equal to the despicable task of lauding theft, betrayal and unfilial 
conduct in a petted daughter. 


Xo one who ever saw Edwin Booth play Shylock could fail to 


discern the dignity of the character; his sense of:-wrong, his. proud 
contempt for the meaner minds that hooted and cursed, him, de- 
filed his gaberdine and cheated him whenever the opportunity af- 
forded. Mr. Booth always closed the piece when the curtain was 
rung down on the court scene. When Shylock tottered from the 
miscalled justice seat he had the sympathy of every pe.rson with 
just and humane instincts. Christian ju'stitfe-'-not only denied him 
his d;ic, but turned robber, oppressor and persecutor. , 


It is our belief that the Jews will not suffer in popular estima- 


tion in this enlightened age by reading Shakespeare's: story of Shy- 
lock In the public schools. Naturally it touches a tender spot in 
Jewish sensitiveness, but on the whole the Jew compares favorably 
leven in this prejudiced picture of'mediaeval.'intolerance. <'It shows: 


i what the Jew had to suffer and endure, and with what'dignity and 
fortitude he could bear wrong and abuse.

Perhaps the members of the Legislature have been so busy with 


other matters that they have not had time to read what the-State 
Constitution has to say on the subject of apportionment. It is not 
too late, however,-for them to take a look at the organic law. Sec- 
tion six of that document reads as follows: 


."For the purpose of choosing members of the Legislature, the 


State1 shall "be divided into foity Senatorial and'fiighty Assembly 
districts, as nearly equal in population as may be, and composed of 
contiguous territory." 


Nothing ambiguous about that, is there? There .is nothing 


about the political, power being unequally distributed between 
rural and urban communities. It is not even implied that a citizen 
residing in San Francisco, Los Angeles or Oakland does not count 
for as much as a voter residing in Mono, Inyo, Alpine or Mariposa. 
The constitution plainly says population, not geography, shall be 
the basis, of apportionment and> that the Senatorial and Assembly 
districts shall be as nearly equal in population's'.may be.

We. hear so muoh about decadence in 


art and literature, and yet no two phy- 
sicians seem to agree on a proper diag- 
nosis of this mysterious disease. As I 
see it, there ara two kinds of decadence; 
one-natural anct benefic:ul; the other whol- 
ly negative and destructive. The former 
reduces -the art ideal of the moment to its 
extreme consequence, thereby preparing 
the way for -Its greater 'and more vital 
successor. It is indirectly constructive by 
destroying what has outlived Ita period of 
validity and value. It Is in reality transi- 
tory rather than decadent. -.. The second 
form is truly decadent because .essentially 
life-denying-. And It consists not only in 
the"'acceptance of ennui, of everything's 
futility, as an integral *part of-life, but i'n 
the- vaunting of this acceptance as a mark 
of spiritual superiority. 


leaving this .only .genuine form of de- 


cadence aside, it may be asserted that 
even 'those ;periods -whteh seem most bar- 
ren have their -use and - justification, as-well 


as their logical explanation. At certain 
times taa work to b«i dona must needs be 
destructive rather than constructive, for 
art and literature have also their autumn- 
al and vernal seasons, their moments of 
harvest and of i sewing. 
The character 


of the work cannot fail to be influenced 
by' tli:s fact. 
! 


The unwillingness of the human mind 


to accept leaps, ; no less than the inabil- 
ity of life to make leaps—nothwithstand- 
ing" all appearances .to the 
contrary— 


necessitates the:: gradual preparation of 
any forward moira. Before a new ideal 
can be set up tho, older one must be shak- 
en from Its thnone—a task that Is not 
accomplished quickly or without expen- 
diture of much prpcious energy. This 'task 
of' undermining the doomed Ideal is com- 
monly performed by those who remain 
orthodox rather than by the heretics that 
herald the coining new. And the task 
consists largely I lii the' overzealous ra- 
duotion of yesteijday'a truth. Into tomor- 
row's absurdtty^-Fornjn.

detailed 


study of the subject which . haa 
been 


made and "is based on .hitherto unused 
original documents in- the archives of 
Mexico, supplemented by Important ma- 
terials in the Bancroft library collection. 
The original records used consist "of the 
official 
reports and correspondence of 


the secular and" ecclesiastical officials'of 
New Mexico during the progress of the. 
revolt, -which were . recently discovered 
in the Mexican archives by Professor 
Bolton.

The uprising was the most serlous^oC 


its kind in the entire .history of i.tha 
Spanish regime in the So_uthwest, and 
resulted in the death of over 400 Span- 
lards, .Including 21 Franciscan mission- 
aries, and the complete abandonment of 
the province of New Mexico for more, 
than a decade.

26 ANTI-TRUST CASES. 


In all there were nearly forty matters 


reported upon, not Including subdivisions 
as In the case of tho anti-trust law, under 
which twenty-six separate cases had been 
acted upon, among the most important of 
which were the Standard Oil, Su^ar Trust, 
Steel Corporation and the Tobacco case. 
In respect to the prosecutions under the 
anti-trust law, the report reads: 


There is' no doubt that public In- 
terest In the enforcement ot this law 
Is even greater than it was at the ' 
date of my laat annual report. 
The 
decisions favorable to the Govern- 
ment In. tho prosecutions against the 
Standard Oil Company and the To- 
baoco combination have fully demon- 
strated the effectiveness of the law to 
accomplish the purposes for which it 
was enacted. 
In,the Standard ;O11 case, .the de- 
cision was put upon the-ground that 
the defendants, by vesting1 -In a New 
Jersey corporation the 
stocks of a 
large number of other corporations

might have been engaged in competi- 
tion with each other In interstate 
and foreign commerce in those com- 
modities, had acquired .the control of 
that commerce; adn ,that such control 
was acquired, and had been and was 
exercised, with the intent and pur- 
pose of maintaining'

not as a 
result of normal methods of business, 
but by new means of combination, re- . 
sorted to In order to secure greater 
power than would 
have 
been 
ac- 
quired by normal, methods) 
and of 
driving out and excluding, so far as 
possible, al competitors In. tho busi- 
ness, and thus - centralizing . in 
the 
combination, a perpetual control of tha 
movements, of petroleum 'an'd its pro- 
ducts In the channels of Interstate 
commerce. 
' In the Standard Oil case,' the Su- 
preme Court affirmed tho' decree of 
the circuit court, wh ich, in effect, 
required the Standard Oil Company of 
2^ew Jersey to distribute" "pro rats, 
among its shareholders the stocks of 
thirty-seven 
(87) other 
corporations 
held by it. Each of these 37 corpora- 
tions In turn held all or a majority of 
the stocks of a number of other cor- 
porations engaged 
In the 
same or 
similar business. 
The court enjoined 
the thirty-eight (38) corporations and 
tho Individual defendants from In the 
future doing a certain character of 
enumerated acts which In, the past 
had resulted in the creation of mon- 
opoly. 
In the Tobacco case, a far more in- 
tricate problem was presented. Con- 
\'eyar;ces, consolidations and mergers, , 
and the. dissolution of previously ex- 
isting1 corp'oraiibhs. whose stocks and 
properties had bscn acquired, had so 
blended - the wholu combination into 
new form as to make It impossible to
